PRESIDENT, IN NOTE, 
GIVES HIS REASONS 
FOR BACKING PLAN 


Says Those Should Be 
Chosen for Army Who Can 
Most Readily Be Spared 
From Other Fields of 
Service. 


POINTS OUT WEAKNESS 
OF VOLUNTEER SYSTEM 


Declares That When Men 
Themselves Choose to En- 
list They Often Do So 
Without Regard for Other 
Responsibilities. 


Washington, April 19.—President 
Wilson today sent a letter to Repre- 
gentative Helvering. of Kansas, ex- 
Plaining and strongly supporting the 
administration's army bill with its se- 
lective conscription plan. The ietter 
indicated the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to insist upon enactment of the 
measure vigorously. It follows: 

“Il welcome the inquiry of your let- 
ter of April 19 because 1 have realized 
the truth of what you say from my 
own observation, namely, that what is 
meant to be understood by the selective 
draft is not generally understood 
throughout the country. 

“The process of the draft is, I think, 
very clearly set forth in the bill draft- 
ed by the war department and which 
I so earnestly hope that congress will 
adopt, but it is worth while to state

Object of Government. 

“I took occasion the other day in 
an address to the people of the coun- 
try to point out the many forms of 
patriotic service that were open to 
them and to emphasize the fact that 
the military part of the service was 
by no means the only part, and per- 
haps, all things considered, not the 
most vital part. Our object is a mob- 
ilization of all the productive and ac- 
tive forces of the nation and their de- 
velopment to the highest point of co- 
operation and efficiency, and the idea 
of the selective draft is that those 
should be chosen for service in the 
army who can be most readily spared 
from the prosecution of the other ac- 
tivities which the country must en- 
gage in and to which it must devote 
a great deal of its best energy and 
capacity. 

“The volunteer system does not do 
this. When men choose themselves 
they sometimes choose without due 
régard to their other responsibilities. 
Men may come from the farms or from 
the mines or from the factories or 
centers of business who ought not to 
come, but ought to stand back of the 
armies in the field and see that they 
met everything that they need and 
that the people of the country are 
sustained in the meantime. 

Universal Obligation. 

“The principle of the selective draft, 
in short, has at its heart this idea, that 
there is a universal obligation to serve 
and that a public authority should 
choose those upon whom the obliga- 
tion of military service shall rest, and 
also in a sense choose those who shall 
do the rest of the nation’s work. The 
bill, if adopted, will do more, I believe, 
than any other single instrumentality 
to create the impression of universal 
service in the army and out of it, and 
if properly administered will be a great 
source of stimulation. 

“Those who feel that we are turning 
away altogether from the voluntary 
principle seem to forget that some 
600,000 men will be needed to fill the 
ranks of the regular army and the

Washington, April 19.—Mrs. George 
Thatcher Guernsey,of, Kansas, was elect- 
ed president general of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution for the 
next three years tonight over three op- 
ponents, by a majority of 58 on the first 
ballot. Mrs. Guernsey received 677 
votes, Mra. George C. Squires, of Min- 
nesota 263, Mrs. John Miller Horton, of 
New York, 235, and Mrs. James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, of Illinois, 121. 

In one of the most vigorously con- 
tested fights in the history of the so- 
ciety, the entire ticket headed by Mrs. 
Guernsey, defeated at the last election 
by Mrs. William Cummings Story, was 
swept into office.

TENTATIVE RAISE 


GIVEN RAILROADS 


Permitted to File Tariffs 
Increasing Rates 15 Per 
Cent, Effective June 1, if 
Approved by Commission. 


Washington, April 19.—All railroads 
were granted tentative permission vy 
the interstate commerce commission 
to file supplemental tariffs increasing 
freight rates generally 15 per cent, ef- 
fective June 1, next. 

In this manner the commission dis- 
posed of the question of procedure in 
dealing with the application of the 
roads in every.section for gereral in- 
creases, 

Two courses had been open: To per- 
mit the filing of such tariffs and in- 
vestigate their reasonableness prior to 
the date they should go into effect; 
or permit the filing of tariffs effective 
iminediately and suspend them during 
the period of the investigation. 

Order Is Tentative. 

The commission's order is tentative, 
subject to recall or change privur to 
the effective dates of the rates. In this 
way the commission brings the 
squarely before the railroads and the 
shippers in a definite form. Hearings

Germans Regard Loss of Vimy 


As Greatest 


Defeat in War 


Captured Teuton Officer Frankly Admits Demoralization 
of Troops on Ridge by British Artillery Fire. 


German Soldiers 


Discontented Be- 


cause of Cut in Rations. 


(From a Staff Correspondent of Assoc. Press.) 

British Headquarters in France, April 
19.—(Via London.)—A German officer 
captured Tuesday frankly stated that 
the Germans regarded the loss of Vimy 
ridge as the biggest defeat-they have 
suffered since the war began. This 
officer knows the ridge thoroughly, 
having been stationed on it all last 
summer, and said he could not under- 
Btand how any troops could fail to 
hold it. In his opinion the garrison 
must have been demolished before the 
British attack began. 

The latter statement is thought to 
be true, for other captured Germans 
have testified to demoralization in 
their ranks after several days of the 
British intensive. artillery fire. The 
Germans continue Righly nervous all 
along the front, the slightest increase 
in the British fire Galling up distress 
signals. 

The German infantfy are getting bet- 
ter artillery suppert since the battle 
of Arras, as a résult of the bitterly 
worded reports made regarding the 


lack of this support previously. The 
feeling is so intense between the ,Ger- 
man infantrymen and artillerymen 
that the British have found it neces- 
Sary to separate the prisoners belong- 
ing to the two services to prevent 
fighting inside the cages. 

The newly called up troops thrown 
into the western line admit that the 
artillery fire bewildered them. This 
also is true of the German troops re- 
cently transferred from the eastern to 
the western fronts. Prisoners from the 
latter forces say that they had no idea 
what war was actually like until recent- 
ly, and all became much depressed when 
they saw the trenches they were sup- 
posed to occupy all smashed and torn 
by the British shell fire. 

Prisoners taken in the last three 
days tell of the spread of discontent 
in the German army because of re- 
duced rations since April 15. Each man 
formerly received a half loaf of bread 
daily. Now he hag only one-third of a 
loaf. This reduction, coming after 
the Somme retreat, the defeat at Arras, 
and the beginning of the great French 
offensive, has caused much grumbling 
among the troops. 


WARNS OF DANGERS 
IN FALSE. ECONOMY 


Howard Coffin, of National 
Advisory Commission, Is- 
sues Statement Cautioning 
Against Interruption of the 


Country’s Nofima! Pursuits 


Washington, April 19.—Warning to 
the nation against a real dahger in 
hysterical and ill-advised economy and 
interference with normal pursuits of 
the people is given by Howard E. Cof- 
fin, of the advisory commission of the 
council of national defense in a state- 
ment made public tonight as the first 
enterprise of the government’s new 
committee on public information.. 

Mr. Coffin deplores the fact that 
conditions of unemployment and closed 
factories should arise as a result of in- 
discriminate efforts, public and private, 
toward wartime economies. 

“After nearly three years of refusal 
to take the European war and its les- 
son seriously,” Mr. Coffin said: “We 
suddenly launched forth in a most fe- 
verish activity to save the country 
overnight. 

“Because of an impending and pos- 
sible shortage of foodstuffs we have 
hysterical demands for economy in 
evéry line of human endeavor. Waste 
is bad, but an indiscriminating economy 
is worse. 


Ill-Advised Steps. 

“Some states and municipalities are 
stopping road building. General busi- 
ness is being slowed down; savings are 
being withdrawn from the banks; re- 
ports show that some people have be- 
gun to hoard food supplies and thou- 
sands of workers are being thrown 
needlessly out of employment. All this 
is wrong. 

“Unemployment and closed factories, 
brought about through fitful and ill- 
advised campaigns for public and pri- 
vate economy, will prove a veritable 
foundation of quicksand for the serious 
work we have at hand. 

“It is true that the president has said 
that this is a time to correct our hab- 
its for wastefulness. Certainly. But 
the keynote of his message to the peo- 
ple was this paragraph: 

“It is evident to every thinking man 
that our industries, on the farm, in the 
ship yards, in the mines, in the facto- 
ries must be made more prolific and 
more efficient.’ 

‘‘Business depressions are always bad, 
but doubly so when we have a fight on 
our hands. The declaration of war 
can have no real evil effect on business. 
We need more business, not less. There 
is real danger in hysteria. Indiscrim- 
inate economy will be ruinous. 

Many Things to Consider. 

“Many firms are hesitating to close 
ordinary business contracts because of 
a desire to hold capacity open to meet 
possible early government néted., 

“This spirit and this willingness to 
meet sacrifice and even financial loss 
in the government service is a most en- 
couraging, tribute to American patri- 
otism. ut we must remember that 
in the great struggle in which we have 
now become a part, there is much to 
consider besides munitions, troops and 
battleships. 

“It seems to me, 
plain statement of 
most desirable.

HOWARD DRY BILL

Washington, April 19.—Democrats of 
the house, in caucus late today, agreed 
to consider at the present extra session 
only such war and general defense leg- 
islation as may be recommended Sy the 
president. 

National prohibition, which is being 
urged by its advocates as a necessary 
war measure, may be included under 
this list. but unless the president rec- 
Ommends it as a war measure. it will 
not be taken up. 

It also is possible that a rivers and 
harbors bi!l, embracing such proposed 
improvements as are deemed essential 
by the war department for the national 
defense may be passed. The caucus 
refused, by a vote of 77 to 71, to ap- 
prove either a $33,000,000 or a $15,000,- 
000 waterways bill, both of which were 
proposed by Chairman Small, of the 
rives and harbors committee. Many 
speakers declared ite would be suicidal 
politically to bring in a ‘bill which 
might be made the target of “pork” 
charges in the present crisis. 

The caucus agreement was reached 
only after a bitter fight over prohibi- 
tion, and after several New York city

No Central Aatherity. 

As at present constituted the govern- 
ment is without means to enforce any 
of its mandates except by appeals to 
the patriotism of the people. Without 
any strong central authority, the 
masses realize that power is in their 
own hands. ois 

The existing breach dates from the 
triumph of the revolution, when the 
council of workingmen’s and soldiers’ 
deputies issued instructions to the peo- 
ple to disregard the orders of the gov- 
ernment, where these conflicted with 
those of the council. In this connection 
The Russkia Voila says today: | 

“The position of the temporary gov- 
ernment is most difficult because it is 
not supported by any parliament. The 
council of delegates is a live force, but 
it cannot take the place of a real Ppar- 
liament. The situation is more diffi- 
cult, inasmuch as the revolutionary 
council is not always clear and the 
composition of the council itself is not 
definite. On the other hand, the coun- 
cil is a power in competition with the 
government.” 

The newspaper then concludes: 

“We are far from the belief that 
there is any conflict which cannot be 
settled between the two bodies, since 
a conflict which could not be settled 
would mean the wreck of both and re- 
sult in civil war.” 

Agitators Are Busy. 


There is evidence that the council of 
deputies are endeavoring to influence 
the country to support the government. 
Their task, however, is rendered diffi- 
cult by a few radical members and pro- 
fessional agitators—influences working 
against-the success of a Russian democ- 
racy. To these influences can be at- 
tributed in a large measure the disor- 
ganization of the factories where the 
working men, who became easy prey 
for the socialistic propaganda, made

preposterous demands—far beyond any 
their representatives in the council of 
workmen would claim for them. These 
fantastic demands include A four-hour 
working day, 700 per cent increase in 
wages, a month’s holiday, two months’ 
extra wages at Easter and Christmas, 
and a general usurpation of owners’ 
privileges, which would be tantamount 
to confiscation of factories. 

The disorganization, which has con- 
tinued for more than a month, is espe- 
cially serious. With the completion of 
the Easter holidays, it is expected there 
will be improvement in the factory sit- 
uation. 

Reports from the army are still con- 
flicting, but in general they appear to 
show improvement in discipline. In 
preparation for the coming planting 
season, Minister of War and Navy Guch- 
koff has ordered that soldiers more than 
40 years of age who can be apared shall 
return to their homes for work in the 


shortage. 

From only a few interior points are 
there disquieting rumors. Kishiney 
still reports attempts being made to 
organize a massacre of Jews. Kiev also 
reports the arrest of a number of mas- 
sacre agitators. This*propaganda is at- 
tributed to the work of the old police 
organization. 


DYING, HE CLAIMS 
THAT HE WAS SHOT

PROCLAMATION ON WAR. 


Governor Preparing to Outline 
Policy of Georgia. 


Governor Harris Thursday telegraph- 
ed to United States Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker a report upon the 
organization meetings of the Georgia 
Council for Defense and of the Georgia 
Council for Food and Agricultural Mob- 
ilization, outlining to him the plans 
which these organizations have made.

DANGER OF OVERDOING. 

The Charlotte (N. C.) News, in an edito- 
rial reproduced upon this page, sounds a 
timely note of warning tothe nation’s law- 
makers against going too far in the imposi- 
tion of taxes upon the present generation to 
meet the expenditures necessary to incur in 
the successful prosecution of the war. 

The administration and congress might 
well have a care lest they overdo the matter 
and saddle upon the present day and 
present-day industries such burdens of tax- 
ation as will prove disastrous. It is emi- 
nently just and fair that current enter- 
prises and fortunes and incomes should be 
called upon to meet a reasonable proportion 
of the war indebtedness. No right-thinking 
man can take exceptions to that viewpoint. 

Tt is right in principle that a reasonable 
proportion of the cost of the war should be 
borne by the present generation, but, since 
the object of these extraordinary expendi- 
tures of treasure—and possibly blood before 
we reach the end of it—is to preserve our 
country and the principles of democracy to 
posterity, both fairness and justice, it would 
seem, demand that the financial burden be 
distributed over a period of time of such 
length that the whole burden can be ab- 
sorbed without working a serious hardship 
upon any one generation. 

To undertake to liquidate the tremen- 
dous war loan during the current genera- 
tion, or even a proportionately great part of 
it, would be a serious blow to our present- 
day industries; and the first sufferers would 
be the laboring element dependent upon 
those industries. 

Any scheme of taxation that would throw 
most of the burden of this war on the pres- 
ent generation would discourage that splen- 
did initiative which is one of the most val- 
uable attributes of the American people, and 
which has been such a potent factor in ad- 
vancing our country to the position it now 
holds. 

In other words, there is danger that the 
thing may be carried so far, as The Char- 
lotte News well says, as to “kill the goose 
that lays the golden eggs.” 


CONGRATULATING RUSSIA! 


Governor-Nat E. Harris, along with the 
governors of most of the states and every 
state legislature now in session, has cabled 
congratulations to the president of the Rus- 
sian duma upon the achievement of liberty 
by the Russian people, and expressing trust 
that this great country of two continents 
will continue “united with the allies in the 
prosecution of the world war.” 

This confidence seems well founded, in 
that the latest Associated Press dispatches 
say that “assurances reached Washington 


Wednesday. that under no conditions now 


conceivable will the provisional government 
of Russia yield to the overtures from Ger- 
man and Austrian socialistic representa- 
tives to negotiate separate peace.”’ 

In other words, Russia is “standing pat,” 
and intends doing so until democracy tri- 
umphs throughout all c* Europe. 

That reassurance is heartening to Rus- 
sia’s allies, which have been concerned at 
the disquieting rumors of the last few days. 

It is altogether probable that rumors of 
Russia's inclination to backslide from the 
cause of the entente have been merely ca- 
nards “made in Germany,” and wholly with- 
out justification in fact. For it is incon- 
ceivable that a people which could accom- 
plish such a complete overthrow of an auto- 
cratic regime as the Russian people did ac 
complish, and practically without bloodshed, 
would turn from it; course in the very mid- 
dle of its program and desert those other 
peoples allied with it in the world-wide fight 
for freedom and the rights of humanity. 

Governor Harris has expressed the senti- 
ment of the people of Georgia, and our senti- 
ments are shared by the American nation 
and the civilized world. Every free state 
and every liberty loving nation concurs in 
the world-wide expression of congratulations 
now being extended a nation which long has 
suffered under the most hidebound, auto- 
cratic system of despotism that the world 
has ever known. 

And all are confident that, Russia having 
attained her cwn freedom at home, is not 
going to desert the side of those other na- 
tions in the struggle to make Russia's yic- 
tory world-wide in its scope.

How to Apply Fertilizers and Lime 
When the Ground Is Ready for 
Cultivation. 


iv. 


A simple test to determine when garden 
soil is ready for plowing or working is to 
take a handful of earth from the surface and 
close the fingers tightly on it. If the earth 
compacted in this way is dry enough for cul- 
tivation, it will fall apart when the hand is 
opened. This test is applicable only to com- 
paratively heavy soils, but it is these which 
receive the most injury if they are worked 
when wet. On such soils overzealous garden- 
ers not only waste their time, but frequently 
do actual damage by attempting to work 
them too early. After plowing or working 
with a spade, it is usually desirable to apply 
some form of fertilizer. Barnyard or stable 
manure, which furnishes both plant food and 
humus, is undoubtedly the best, and applica- 
tions of from 20 to 30 tons to the acre are 
satisfactory... The manure should be distrib- 
utéd evenly over the surface and later work- 
ed in with a hoe or rake. Frequently it is 
advisable also to apply commercial fertil- 
izer, especially phosphate. An application of 
300 to 600 pounds of acid phosphate to the 
acre is usually sufficient. In order to supply 
potash, if this is needed, unleached wood 
ashes may be distributed over the garden at 
the rate of 1,000 pounds to the acre. Wet or 
leached ashes have less fertilizer value. Two 
thousand pounds of these should be used. In 
order to start the rome early in the spring, 
applications of 100 pounds to the acre of 
nitrate of soda are sometimes used. It is im- 
portant, however, to remember that no form 
of commercial fertilizer will yield good re- 
sults unless the soil is well supplied with 
humus. This frequently may be furnished in 
the form of sod or other vegetation which 
has overgrown a garden spot and may be 
turned under with a plow or spade. 

In certain localities it is also advisable to 
test the soi] for acidity. Naturally moist soils 

e likely,to be sour, and in such a condition 

“tiot likely to produce the most satisfac- 
tory crops. The test for acidity or sourness 
is a very simple one. A handful of the soil 
slightly moistened and a piece of blue litmus 
paper, which can be obtained from any drug 
store. are all that is necessary. When placed 
on sour soil the paper will turn red. To cor- 
rect such a condition, lime should be us 
The ground should be covered with a thin.

ARTICLE XIil, 


The New Course of Study (Primary Grades). 


(Two articles on “Atlanta's New Course of 
Study” have been prepared. The first of these 
deals with the curriculum of the primary 
department, while the second describes, more 
particularly, the work of the grammar grades. 
A close analysis of these two articles, how- 
ever, reveals the fact that the underlying 
Principles are the same in all grades.—Com- 
mittee.) 


In the last thirty or forty years we have 
fone: forward, educationally, by leaps and 
bounds, but our social and industrial needs 
have multiplied still faster. If the schools of 
today have not fully kept pace with the com- 
plexties of modern life, it is partly due to 
the fact that the public has not always given 
educational leaders the encouragement and 
Support that these conditions demand. We 
realize that there are many improvement; 
for us to make. We are finding out what are 
the vital things to consider in the develop- 
ment of the child as a member of society. 
We are discarding from our course of study 
things that we know are useless, and are 
putting aside wasteful “trial and error meth- 
ods” of teaching. 

In making a course of study for any com- 
munity, there are many things to consider. 
Some of these are: The development of the 
child himself, and a consideration of the com- 
munity in which he lives; the fact that the 
child_is not a passive recipient into which 
knowledge may be poured: that knowledge 
in itself is not power; that the child posse:ses 
instincts which must be trained into habits, 
and capacities which must be deveioped into 
powers; that power and skill, rather than 
rote memory, and knowledge of. unrelated 
facts, are the things to strive for in all teach- 
ing; that all children are not alike, and can- 
not be treated alike, and that any system 
which tries this plan of treatment forces them 
out of the schools, into the streets and jails, 
and adds misery, responsibility and expense 
to the community; that if each child is to be 
given ‘“‘a square deal,’ he must be encouraged 
to develop along lines of his own potentiality, 
not somebody else’s, for all the little boys 
cannot be presidents or lawyers, and we need 


workers to develop our almost untouched in- 


dustrial opportunities. 

We need to remember, also, that in a de- 
mocracy, freedom, initiative and teamwork are 
necessary; that any course which does not 
provide for establishing proper moral and 
ethical habits and standards is a menace. 
These are some of the fundamental principles 
embodied in our new courses of study. 

In a paper the length of this, it is im- 
possible to give an adequate idea as to how 
these principles are carried out. Life is full, 
and a course of study that is in any way ade- 
quate to meet the needs of daily life must be 
full. In the primary course of study, how- 
ever, the work is so logically organized, and 
the various subjects and activities so inter- 
related that the work moves steadily forward 
with joy and delight rather than with drudg- 
ery: Instead of working against the instincts 
and activities of childhood, modern educa- 
tion recognizes these instincts and makes use 
of them as the teacher’s most important allies. 
Self-activity is the basis of all learning. 


What Course Provides. 

In recognition of this principle, the course 
of study provides for much~constructive and 
dramatic activity. Play is one of the most 
vital forces of childhood, and the qualities 
that enter into earnest: play are the same 
that enter into earnest work. Some of these 
are self-control, self-reliance, concentration, 
competition, co-operation, courage, enthusi- 
asm, patriotism, honesty, etc. 

In the schools of today children reproduce 
through play and constructive activities vari- 
ous epochs in history. On the sand-table and 
through dramatization they express the vari- 
ous activities and industries of man as he 
struggled upward from the days of the tree 
dwellers to the present time. The occupations 
and industries connected with food, shelter 
and clothing are traced. The children show 
what improvements were made in food when 
man learned how to use fire. They make dif- 
ferent types of boats from the one log and 
the raft, and compare with the boats of to- 


every-day 


_are sources of inspiration 


day. They do some simple weaving such as 
primitive man did, and compare their results 
with the cloth which we of the present time 
have. They realize in their crude, childish 
way what these physical and moral strug- 
gles meant, and a true sympathy for work is 
early awakened. 

In dramatizing stories that are read, the 
moral and ethical lesson of the story sticks 
as it never did with the three-hour sermon 
the Puritan child listened to. 

In arithmetic, instead of singing out ta- 
bles they do not understand, the children now 
estimate, measure, weigh, record and dis- 
cover facts about weights and measures. 
Real weights and measures are used, and real 
things are weighed and measured for real 
purposes. They plan, plant and cultivate gar- 
dens; they estimate and calculate the cost 
of seed; they. write real orders, and make out 
bills, ete. They suggest pretty ways to ar- 
range fruit and vegetables in a store window, 
plan and draw display cards, show why ar- 
ticles in packages are better than articles in 
bulk, discuss ways to keep flies away, they 
decide what is right should the grocer give 
back too much change; they make change 
rapidly, and calculate the cost of ribbon, 
lard, etc. The children call this “playing 
store.” An onlooker might not know what 
it is all about, but the teacher knows that it 
is real thinking. She may be working on 
civics or hygiene, emphasizing 
speed and accuracy in arithmetic, or the cor- 
rect spelling of every-day words. 

Yesterday and Today. 

The schools of yesterday expected children 
to spell about 15,000 words. This was oral and 
without much regard for use in writing. To- 
day we are satisfied with 2,000 or 3,000, but 
the stress is put on teaching them in rela- 
tion to written expression. 

The schools of yesterday dosed the little 
folks with such inane stuff as “A cat.” 
“The cat,” “It is a cat,” “It is the cat,’ and 
expected them to love to read. Today we 
start them in reading with Mother Goose 
rhymes and jingles which are classics, and 
make their appeal to all little children 
through their rhythm, or with simple folk 
tales retold in simple language. ‘ 

The little boys of yesterday came to 
school with pockets full of bugs, worms and 
“creepy, crawly things’ to put on the little 
girls to see what they would do. The little 
boys and girls of today come to school with 
bugs. worms and creepy, crawly things to 
put into the aquarium and the terrarium to 
to'see what the bugs and worms will do. 
They watch them daily, and record the 
changes that take place during their life 
cycle. They reach conclusions as to whether 
they are useful or harmful. They learn how 
and why we should protect Bob White and 
other birds, and how we may help get rid of 
the boll weevil. 

The schools of yesterday required you to 
study books. The schools of today teach you 
to study life. Books are used more freely 
than formerly, but as a means to an end 
rather than as an end in themselves. They 
and 
now, and are used in connection with all sub- 
jects. 


In all of the subject matter and methods 
of instruction the stress is laid today on 
training children to study. They are en- 
couraged to observe, record, make compari- 
sons and judgments, test, change opinions 
with fuller knowledge, etc. 

In the old school, children were taught in 
mass. Today the children are grouped ac- 
cording to ability and individual needs sup- 
plied as well as possible with present condi- 
tions. 

None of the fundamentals are neglected, 
but are drilled incessantly. Not in the old 
mechanical way of writing a word a hundred 
times or workin pages of “sums,” but 
through “motivated drill” that challenges in- 
terest and attention. In all or the work, neat- 
ness, accuracy, legibility and a reasonable 
amount of speed are exacted. The good old 
virtues of truth, honor, loyalty, obedience, 
ete., are made a part of daily living. 

The new primary course of study provides 
for freedom and initiative on the part o6 
teachers and children, but is specific as to 
fundamental requirements. This course of 
study, which is being so sympathetically in- 
terpreted and so ably taught by a very ear- 
nest and high-minded set of teachers, will 
do much to promote a fine quality of citizen- 
ship.

U. S. Government Should Use 
* Reason in Taxing the Present 
Generation to Pay War Debt 


(From The Charlotte (N. C.) News.) 

The president of the United States in his 
memorable address to congress, asking that 
body to declare a state of war existing be- 
tween this country and imperial Germany 
said that he hoped the expenses would be 
“systained, so far as they can equitably 
be sustained by the present generation, by 
well-conceived taxation. I say sustained 
so far as may be equitably by taxation be- 
cause it seems to me that it would be most 
unwise to base the credits which will be 
necessary entirely on money borrowed. It is 
our duty, I most respectfully urge, to protect 
our people so far as we may against the 
very serious hardships and evils which would 
be likely to arise out of the inflation which 
would be produced by vast loans.” 

We take it that no right-thinking man in 
America can take issue with the president 
either as to the desirability of such action 
as he outlipes or as to its being eminently 
just. The only divergence of opinion that 
can possibly arise is in the application of the 
expression “well-conceived taxation.” It 
seems to us patent that any legislation which 
will effect the curtailment or the stoppage 
of development and industry in this country 
would be little less than suicidal. 

Our entrance tnto this world-war is her- 
alded by our allies as the one sure hope of 
deliverance—not because of the men that in 
a short time we may be able to place in the 
trenches, but on account of the credit we may 
be able to extend them and the resources in 
material and supplies we can furnish. It, 
therefore, needs no extended argument to 
show that these things are absolutely de- 
pendent upon our continued ability to produce 
them in continually increasing quantities. 

While the government may be able to take 
over and operate ammunition plants and ship 
yards it can under no conceivable circum- 
stances operate the great mass of industries 
that go'to producing all the supplies that are 
required by an army and a navy. it would, 
therefore, in applying the scheme of “well- 
conceived taxation by the present generation” 
appear the part of wisdom for congress to so 
approach the subject as to be sure of its 
grounds. , 

It is currently reported that some mem- 
bers of congress are advocating an income 
tax that is nothing less than confiscatory 
of private fortunes over a certain amount and 
all the profits of corporations beyond a cer- 
tain fixed percentage of the actual capital 
invested. It is axiomatic that all new. busi- 
ness and improvement is by the investment of 
earnings of one sort or another, and if all 
incomes and excess profits, or their major 
portions, are stopped or seriously curtailed, 


‘then to this extent this supply of money 


available for new work will be correspon4- 


ingly stopped or curtailed, and business de- | 


pression will follow to the same extent. 

And if.the majority of the congress is con- 
sidering the actual stopping or the serious 
curtailment of the entire source of this sup- 
ply, then development must and will stop as 
a. matter of course. 

We are not advocating the idea that there 
should be no increase in the income tax on 
excess profits of cofporations. There should 
be. But we do protest against congress be- 
ing swept off its feet by a radical element 
which would ‘kill the goose that ‘lays the 
golden egg,” and if in addition to war and 
war prices our laborers are thrown out of 
employment it will amount to that and noth- 
ing less. 

When this war will end is beyond the 
vision of any man. And while we wish to 
enter it for the sake of democracy and free 
government in no half-hearted manner it 
seems to us far_from wise to stake all our 
chances on one throw, for if we stop our 
development: and shut down our industries 
we have surely done this. : 

Again, we have no patience with the 
phrase that this is a “rich man’s war.” It 
is a war of democracy against autocracy ana 
the poorman andhischildren are even more 
vitally interested than the rich man. Each 
must do his part—the poor man in service 
and the rich man in contributions—and we 
would no more think it wise to so wound 
the soldier as to limit his service to one 
battle than we would by drastic action to 
limit our resources to One levy of taxation. 

There is this further consideration in con- 
nection with the president’s appeal that the 
war be so financed that posterity will not be 
burdened with its obligations. We are 
fighting now not for the present generation 
s0 much as we are fighting for generations to 
follow. That for which we shall strive is 
to be transmitted to posterity. It will be 
in possession fiot of ourselves but of our 
children’s children. _Democracy, whicl is ihe 


, possession which America will seek to bring 


to all the world as a consequence of the war, 
fs not a material possession. It is principle 
that cannot be reckoned with in terms of 
ddilars and cents, and if the United States 
iz = to.make democracy survive the catas- 
trophe, it will be for the interests of gcner- 
ations not yet born, in which event it ought 
to be made the business of these generations 
to bear, their proportionate part of what it 
will cost now to bring to them this treasured 
peoheaias

THE VALUE AND LIMITATIONS OF 
; SPECIALISTS 
I wish I could impress upon every follow- 
er of this department the real value and limi- 
tatons of specialists. So many, many let- 
ters reach me from people who have paid 
dearly for ignorance of these matters. 
First, in no place in America is there any 
legal restriction upon the practice of any spe- 
calty of medicine or surgery. So long as 
a candidate has received a license to engage 
in general practice he is entitled to practice 


any specialty he chooses without further 
preparation. Hence a specialist or a, sur- 
geon is not necessarily better educated or 
better trained than any other doéetor. Of 
course, many physicians do voluntarily pur- 
suc special study after receiving the medi- 
cal degree—in fact, all the better specalists 
and surgeons do so; but so do all the better 
general practitioners nowadays. 

second, it does not follow that because a 
practitioner calls himself a specalist in is 
or that line, or even because he limits’ his 
practice to some particular line, that he is at 
all expert at such work. Many a young 
tyro is a sort of “born” specialist, without 
any general experience at all; and many a 
traveling charlatan is a kind of all-round 
specialist, take it from his own paean of self- 
adulation. : 

A doctor who devotes all his time to the 
study and treatment of certain types of dis- 
ease naturally acquires some special skill, 
becomes more or less expert in his own line,’ 
if he is of a scientific, studious turn of mind, 
but not otherwise. | 

There are quite as many tncompetents in 
special practice as in pulpits, business of- 
fices and every other line of endeavor: 

Specialists are a great blessing. No one 
doctor can hope to master the whole field 
of medical ience. Therefore, it is a for- 
tunate thing that the family doctor can study 
his patient, ‘idences of some special 
condition, and refer the patient to a compe- 
tent specialist for help. This is true econo- 
my. It is also the best evidence of honesty 
and skill in the family doctor. He sends the 
patient to a man he knows is worth consult- 
ing. His selection of the specialist is Nkely 
to be more appropriate than the patient’s 
selection would be, for the patient, as hun- 
dreds of letters to this department show, too 
often corsults the wrong specialist. How ifs 
the patient to know who is reliable? 

The way to a specialist lies through the 
family doctor’s consulting room, and it is 
the only economical and efficient way.

ANSWER—The description suggests burs 
sitis—inflammation of a little pad or sac 
probably the one unde@gthe acromial process 
(tip of the shoulder). Try this: Lean for- 
ward as to tie the shoelace. Let someone 
hold the arm in that position while you 
straighten up. If you now discover that | 
arm goes well above the head without pain 
(though it does hurt when you lower it your- 
self), then the likelihood of bursitis is strong. 
The treatment of subacromial bursitis would 
be surgical—loosening up adhesions under an 
anesthetic, or perhaps incision and drainage 
of the inflamed sac.

Prof. Stuckley, in Address 
to Students of Special Ag- 
ricultural School, Points 
Out the Necessity of Root 
Crops. 


Professor Stuckney, of the state ex- 
periment station, lecturing at the agri- 
cultural school at the state capitol 
Thursday afternoon, sounded a warning 
to gardeners not to let their enthu- 
siasm and energy die with the passing 
of their epring gardens, but to keep 
right on at work and plant root crops 
in the late summer and early fall. 

The root crops—potatoes, beets, car- 
rots, etc.—Professor Stuckney declared 
are perhaps more important than the 
peas and beans and other vegetables 
of the spring garden, for the reason 
that it is reasonble to expect that 
everybody will have plenty of vegeta- 
bles during the summer, but the “tight 
pinch” in the vegetable line is likely 
to come next winter. And it is against 
the scarcity of vegetables between sea- 
sons that the people of the south must 
guard, he said. He stressed the fact 
that city gardeners can do a great deal 
in this direction by planting root 
crops after their spring gardens have 
ceased to bear. 

“Don’t Be Quitters.” 

“We will have enough vegetables in 
the summer,” said Professor Stuckney, 
“but may suffer in the winter. Gar- 
deners should plant root crops in their 
gardens from the latter part of August 
to the middle of September. Don't let 
your enthusiasm and energy die out. 
Don’t be quitters. When, in the hot 
days of the latter part of August, you

| feel like throwing up the hoe and tak- 


ing @ vacation, make arrangements 
whereby somebody will stay at home 
to attend to the root crops.

Plant Beans at Once. 


He urged the advisability of plant- 
ing beans at once, and stated that in 
Seiecting seed beans, smali seed varie- 
ties should be chosen for best results. 
In planting beans with corn, he said, 
no better variety could be chosen than 
the old standard “cornfield bean.” 

He advised that when tomatoes are 
ready to be transplanted, they should 
be deeply planted, covering not merely 
the roots, but severa}]: inches of the 
stalk above the reots. In order to get 
the best possible productive results, 
he said, the plant should be kept 
healthy and growing all the time, and 
shoud not be allowed to wilt. Any 
retarding of the growth of a tomato 
plant, he stated, materially cuts down 
the producing power. 

There Was a good-sized attendance 
and numerous questions were asked. 

Professor M. “P. Jarnagin, of the 
State College of Agriculture, who was 
to have lectured on pig and cattle 
growing, was unable to attend, but lec- 
tures were given by T. G. Chastain, 
farm demonstration agent for Fulton 
county, and Mr. Pegram, of the State 
College of Agriculture. 

Mr Chastain stressed the need for 
Sreater production of meat, whereby 
the state of Georgia would not only 
be able to feed herself, but to keep 
$100,000,000 at home annually.
